Would it be in the best interests of 
First Nation peoples to be forced to 
separate from a country they 
overwhelmingly want to stay with? 
Secondly, the land which 
makes up Quebec was ceded by 
treaties to the Canadian government. 
Our Elders' vision was to share our 
lands with all peoples, and not to 
have it separate with another country . 
If Quebec tried to separate, the treaties 
signed between First Nation peoples 
and Canada would be broken. 
Therefore the land would have to be 
returned to the original inhabitants, 
Quebec's First Nation peoples. If 
Quebec wished to use the land, they 
would have to negotiate with First 
Nation peoples for usage of that land. 
Given what a large number of First 
Nation peoples have already 
expressed, such treaties are very 
unl ikely . The most 1 ikely event which 
would occur if Quebec tried to 
separate is that the northern 2/3rds of 
Quebec would remain as Indian lands 
in Canada. Therefore we can see that 
only a small strip of land in the middle 
of Quebec would be left. However, a 
land connection would still remain 
from coast to coast to coast. 

First Nation peoples in 
Canada have some problems with 
their relationship with Canada. 
However our Elders agreed to live 
peacefully with Canada as the treaties 
show. First Nation peoples are still 
committed to that vision. We will 
fight for you although you continue 
to dishonour us. All we ask in return 
is what isjust. Resolution of our land 
claims, a correction of the oppression 
that continues today as a result of 
your assimilative policies, and 
recognition of our inherent right to 
self-government. Yet we will still 
remain faithful, and fight for Canada. 
I am proud of my relations in James 
Bay which have stood proud and 
faithful among a hostile environment 
in Quebec. It is quite possible that it 
will be them that save Canada. If not 
this attempt at separation then the 
next... or the next... or the next. 



SGA UPDATE

The 5th SGA Board meeting 
was held October 30th. The meeting 
was called to order and that evening ' s 
guestspeakerwas introduced. Sylvie 
Renault, Harassment Officer, spoke 
to the Board about her role as well as 
her office's role in dealing with 
harassment on campus. Laurentian's 
harassment policy is based on the 
Ontario Human Rights Code. 
"Students need to remember that 
harassment is not limited to sexual 
harassment," Renault stressed. 
Harassment can be physical, 
emotional and behavioural. 
Comments attacking someone on the 
basis of race, gender, ethnicity, 
disability, etc are all forms of 
harassment and it is the University's 
priority to create and foster a 
harassment-free community where all 
members can function without the 
threat of harassment. 

Complaints of harassment 
are not solely based on the intent of 
the offending behaviour but rather on 
the effect. The responses *T didn't 
know", "I didn't think", "He/she has 
always acted that way" are no longer 
adequate explanations for 
unacceptable behaviour. Students, 
staff and faculty are covered by the 
Harassment policy both on and off 
campus. For example, if a faculty 
member is away at a conference with 
a peer from the university and an 
incident happens, the University's 
policy is still in effect regardless of 
where the incident took place. The 
complainant can always approach the 
Office to discuss procedures and 
methods for dealing with harassment 
in all its forms. 

Renault also stressed the fact 
that the complainant is always in 
control of the procedure. If the 
complainant wishes to stop at any 
time, the procedure stops. The 
Harassment Office will not continue 
unless they have the full approval of 



the complainant. Also, the accused is 
innocent until proven guilty. 
Confidentiality is assured for 
everyone. 

Anyone who wishes to 
contact the office can call Sylvie 
Renault at extension 3422 or go to the 
office in L826. 

The meeting continued with 
the election of the Speaker of the 
Board. The only candidate was Kevin 
Forman; he spoke, declaring his 
reasons why he should be chosen for 
the position. Forman took the 2/3 
necessary and will be the new Speaker 
of the Board. 

The next election was for 
the Vice-President Finance. The two 
candidates were David McEwen, a 
second-year Commerce student, and 
Jeffrey O'Toole, third-year 
Economics. After speeches and 
question period by the Board 
members, the candidates were asked 
to leave the room so the voting could 
take place. Jeffrey O'Toole was 
chosen and took office Tuesday 
morning. 

The rest of the meeting 
continued with the presentation of 
reports from the executive. The VP 
Services reported that Alcohol 
Awareness Week was successful and 
that plans were underway for Camy 
Week. William Brydges, VP 
Communications, reported that he 
now has a morning program on CFLR, 
Wednesdays from 7:30am to 10am. 
All interested students are urged to 
tune in and find out what's going on 
around the Laurentian community. 

A special meeting will be 
held next Monday, November 6th. 
Dr. Jon Gonder will be addressing 
the Board to discuss the Student 
Services survey as well as the five 
recommendations. All students are 
urged to attend.

Visits L.U.

At a poetry reading on 
Thursday, October 1 9, over 60 people 
were in attendance on the 1 1 th floor 
of the Parker Building to watch a 
beatific bard in action. Former 
Laurentian University English 
assistant professor and Writer-in- 
Residence Judith Fitzgerald spouted 
poetry from her recent E.C.W. Press 
publication River in a poetry reading 
that was presented by the League of 
Canadian Poets Performance 
Services. Professor John Riddell 
introduced the evening session by 
stating "this book is headed for great 
things." 

**This book, in five sections, 
reflects both literally and 
psychologically the predicament of 
the narrator, who is contemplating 
suicide, as she scans various aspects 
' of the river which she sees from the 
balcony of her apartment," he later 
explained. Fitzgerald wrote the book 
at Windsor University when she was 
their prestigious Writer-in-Residence 
in 1993-94. 

She began by dedicating her 
reading of part one of Riven **The 
Human Heart of Nothing," to her 
friend and editor Tom Dil worth. The 
audience was captivated by her 
imagery of the river which runs 



between Windsor and Detroit; her 
voice fluctuated from a soft rasp to 
caressing higher tones as she read 
from the selected passage. Despite 
her quiet voice, she drifted clearly 
into the attentive ears of all. 

In addition to River , she read 
*'Snuff Movie / Numb Me" from 
Lacerating Heartwood . At the request 
of Professor Riddell, she also read 
song IX from the 1 984 book Beneath 
the Skin of Paradise: The Piaf Poems 
of Judith Fitzgerald . 

*Trom the age of five, I knew 
what I would be due to temperament 
and personality," said Fitzgerald. She 
smiled when recalling her first 
published poem by the now defunct 
Toronto Telegram entitled "Poets" in 
1970. She received five dollars for 
that effort. In 1972, her first book of 
poetry. City Park , was published when 
she was only 18 years of age. 

Despite being born in 
Toronto, Fitzgerald claims to be "a 
northerner by inclination" because 
she loves the people, the atmosphere, 
and the ambiance of Northern 
Ontario. "In Toronto, I feel like a 
number, disposable. In Sudbury, I 
feel renewed." 

When asked what she would 
do if she were not writing, her answer 
was blunt and swift. "I'd be dead," 
she blurted before rushing to join her 
audience for wine, cheese, and fruit.

student Survey Results

As many students will 
remember, a review of student 
services was undertaken by the 
Department of Student Services. By 
the intermediary of questionnaires, 
focus groups and surveys, all 
members of the Laurentian 
community was given the opportunity 
to express their views. The purpose 
of this survey was to hear what 
students had to say regarding every 
facet of university life. The results 
are now available to students, faculty 
and staff in a communique, entitled 
Focus on Students: A Discussion 
Paper concerning the Student 
Services Report . This communique 
is only a brief overview of the actual 
full-size report which contains 180 
pages, 154 recommendations within 
10 chapters. 

There are five key 
recommendations that are viewed as 
most important by Dr. Jon Gonder. 
These include: Laurentian University 
's statement of commitment towards 
students, the establishment of a 
university-wide Council on Student 
Affairs, the amalgamation of 
Residences, Health Services and 
Student Awards under the umbrella 
of the Director of Student Services as 
well as all matters relating to the 
student discipline portfolio that the 
title of Director of Student Services 
be changed to Dean of Student Affairs 
or Assistant Vice-President, Student 
Affairs. 

The first recommendation 
deals with the value that the 
University places on its students. The 
students are a key component to the 
University, high on the priority list. 



Students need to know that LU intends 
to shape perspectives and activities 
with students uppermost in their 
minds. The second recommendation, 
creating aCouncil on Student Affairs, 
mandates that the Council would 
provide a forum for students and 
representatives of the University to 
consider matters that relate to 
students, examine matters of policy 
and other issues of concern to students 
and provide a vehicle to enhance 
communication and consultation with 
students. The next three 
recommendations deal with the office 
of the Director of Student Services. 
Recommendations 3 and 4 state that 
Residences, Health Services and 
Student Awards report to the Director 
of Student Services. 

Recommendation 4 adds that all 
matters related to the student 
discipline portfolio report to the 
Director of Student Services. The 



final recommendation states that the 
title of Director of Student Services 
be changed to Dean of Student Affairs 
or Assistant Vice-President, Student 
Affairs. 

According to Dr. Gonder, 
these recommendations were chosen 
out of 1 54 because they were the ones 
that "would have the greatest impact 
on the Laurentian University 
community and would require the 
most widespread consultation at every 
level." 

Students wishing to have 
more input can attend a general 
information forum that will be held 
Friday, November 3 at 1:30pm in 
roomL303. As well, a second forum 
will take place on Monday, November 
6th, from 3pm until 5pm in room 
L303. These forums are an 
opportunity for students, faculty and 
staff to discuss the smaller report 
being circulated.

It was just over a week ago 
that our University was in the midst 
of an "Alcohol Awareness" 
campaign. The motto, repeated on 
posters throughout the Student 
Centre, was "Hit the bars! Don't drink 
and drive." This was accompanied 
by larger-than life depictions of 
Crispy Crunches. 

Witty? Perhaps. But it was 
not an overly plausible approach to 
solving the problem of alcohol abuse, 
on or off campus. The message, 
incredibly, amounts to a promotion 
of bar patronage, an undeniably 
alcohol-oriented pastime, with the 
stipulation that no-one drive drunk. 
Thanks for the reminder. 

If the campaign truly desired 
to address reasons for alcohol abuse 



amongst students, it would have 
questioned the type of activities we 
turn to for our entertainment. Travis 
Rose, president of the Huntington 
Residence Student Council, admitted 
that the week's "impact was 
negligible, maybe even non-existent, 
on the events we have planned since 
Alcohol Awareness week." 

That statement sums up the 
campaign's utter failure to 
realistically assess how attitudes 
towards drinking are formed. Let's 
face it: bars are alcohol-oriented 
environments.. Student activities 
function by the instinct of the herd. If 
our student bodies promote largely 
alcohol-related activities, the majority 
of their members will learn to 
associate socialization with drinking. 

The only way to break the 
link between alcohol and 
entertainment is to promote activities 
that are not alcohol -oriented. One 
option is varsity sports — neglected 
yet obvious student entertainment that 
deserves another look from residence 




and off-campus councils, the SGA 
and AEF alike. 

Laurentian Athletics 
heightened the game experience this 
year by introducing a Voyageur 



mascot to stir up crowds at the 
overhauled Ben Avery gymnasium. 
It's up to the students and student 
organizations to help provide those 
crowds and a healthy alternative to 
alcohol-oriented activities.

University of IVIanitoba Strike 



Dear Students' Association, 

As I'm sure you are by now 
aware the University of Manitoba is 
in a state of unprecedented crises. 
Years of govenment underfunding, 
culminating in the drastic cuts of this 
year, combined with a political agenda 
designed to reduce the university to 
the status of a glorified trade school, 
have led to the desperate measure of 
strike action by UMFA. This strike, 
therefore, is not simply about 
protecting academic freedom at the 
university- though this is undeniably 
important. The clauses that the faculty 
arc protesting, if implemented, will 
not only erode this essential aspect of 
the university, but open the door to 
unregulated dismantling of the 
faculties not considered economically 
productive according to the narrow 
view of economic value held by 
current government and 
administration. These would include 
such essential and civilizing programs 
as Philosophy, Fine Arts, Religious 
Studies, English and Theatre, to name 
a few. 

In this sense, the future of 



academic freedom at the University 
of Manitoba is the future of the 
university. Further, it must be 
understood that the crisis at the U of 
M will be a watershed for the future 
of Canadian universities in general. 
Administrations and Faculties across 
the country are watching for the 
outcome of the strike. This being the 
case, those concerned about the 
possibility of a future for meaningful 
and accredited post-secondary 
education in this country must stand 
in solidarity, or betray com temporary 
students and posterity. 

As you may also know, the 
University of Mantoba Students 
Union (UMSU), has, unilaterally, and 
without consultation of the student 
body they were elected to represent, 
taken a supposedly neutral stand with 
respect to the strike. This supposed 
neutrality in this practice amounts to 
support for government and 
university administration. To counter 
this blatant disregard for the good of 
students and the institution, we have 
organized another student union 
which supports UMFA 's position and 



is seeking to galvanize the student 
population by making them aware of 
the threat to academic freedom, their 
institution, the value of their degrees, 
and the curriculum. This union is the 
Union of Students at University of 
Manitoba (USMU). 

In closing I urgently request 
an expression of your support for our 
position in respect to the strike and 
the threat to the university.

The solution for a 1 ibertarian 
conservative and member of the 
religious right isn't to cry and hug 
during the next disagreement that they 
have. The solution for conservatives 
is to remember one thing, that the 
other person across from you who is 
a conservative, but not as pure di?>you, 
is still a conservative. That 
conservative person who believes 
many of the same things as you should 
not be attacked. Either you use rational 
argument and debate to try and 
convince them, or you don't try at all.

When men share the same 
basic premise, it is the most consistent 
ones who win." And if we forget why 
we are fighting for our beliefs, then 
we are the immoral ones.

The Amiable Librarian

staff members of the Desmarais 
Library either personally or on the 
"Compliments / Questions / 
Suggestions" form that may be filled 
out near the exit of the library. 

Comment: I find it 
absolutely disgusting that 
professors on campus are allowed 
the excessive privilege of taking 
books and resource material out 
for the school year. I do not believe 
that taking material out of 
circulation for this amount of time 
benefits anyone, especially the 
student... Something must be 
improved. 

Reply: The Amiable 
Librarian agrees with you, although 
your use of the words "absolutely 
disgusting" may put your case too 
^ongly. Since a primary purpose of 
the J.N. Desmarais Library is to 
support the needs of students, taking 
books off the shelves for a year is 
probably not the most efficient way 
of achieving this end. While it is true 
that anyone can ask that a book can be 
recalled, everyone knows this process 
can be slower that instituting an 
interiibrary loan for the book, so most 
students do not appear to bother. 

Comment: I was just 



curious as to why the library does 
not extend the number of books 
allowed out to fourth year 
undergraduate students who are 
writing their bachlor^s thesis. 

Reply: Good question. The 
current policy of limiting the number 
of books allowed out to undergrads at 
15 was established in 1991, and it 
overturned an earlier policy which 
limited all users to three books per 
subject. Personally, the Amiable 
Librarian thinks that the amount 
allowed out to everyone is far too 
generous — since no one can read 
more than one book at a time, and 
under the present policy working on 
topics can clear out half a library 
shelfleaving little for others working 
on a similar topic. With library 
budgets frozen for several years, and 
purchases of new books almost 
negligible, the situation has, in the 
Amiable Librarian's opinion, got out 
of hand. Thus, the Amiable would 
not be too happy to see senior 
undergraduates borrow any more than 
they do now. 

Comment: If you are 
asking [mel — get rid of the 
Panasonic [photocopiers]. They are 
prone to errors and often leave 
little strips on the borders of pages. 
The new Xerox with the sloped side 
doesn't break books' spines as 



readily. 

Reply: Thank you for your 
input — this is what the library's 
"Photocopy Faceoff ' is designed to 
bring out. Actually, since installing 
twocompeting photocopiers — Canon 
and Xerox — along side our Panasonic 
photocopiers we have a lot less 
complaints about the Panasonics. Just 
by coincidence, when the library 
brought in the two competitors, the 
local Panasonic dealer started sending 
a service man morning and evening 
five days a week.

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The Rheostatics-High Density Pop Heroes

Never before have I seem 
so many people pile into the 
Townhouse as were there on the 
night of Friday, October 27th. These 
people witnessed what I presume to 
be the best musical event to ever 
occur in Sudbury. With four albums 
and the soundtrack to the critically 
acclaimed film 'Whale Music' under 
their belts, Rheostatics have 
established themselves as a long- 
standing, innovative, and highly 
respected Canadian band. 

Rheostatics began in the 
early eighties in Etobicoke, Ontario. 
The two founding members were 
Dave Bidini (guitar, vocals) and Tim 
Vesely (bass, vocals). They played 
with a number of different drummers 
and had a horn section during their 
**funk" phase. Tim Vesely recalls 
that at one point Dave was intent on 
having a magician ''join the band 
and do magic tricks." The two finally 
found Dave Clark , who became the

He describes the first time he saw 
Rheostatics play and says "I was 
blown away, fell in love with these 
guys... Tliey reminded me of a band 
that I was in but they stayed together."

Saturday, November 4th sees the 
third time this year that Alun Pigguns 
and the crew are returning to their 
favorite stomping grounds. You 
might not realize it by walking in 
there on an off night, but the 
Townhouse Tavern is one of the 
favorite places in the country for 
bands to play. The Morganfields 
even said that on MuchMusic in an 
interview. If you haven't seen this 
band yet (either at the Townhouse 
or on MuchMusic) then you are 
missing one of Canada's truly 
greatest bands. They have put out 
three albums in the last three or four 
years, always staying true to honest 
rock'n'roll, Alun's guitar playing 
leaves the crowd breathless, 
wondering how he can jump around 
like that yet still remain on the mike. 
His voice is one of the strongest 
whether he is whispering or belting 
a well controlled scream. Jay's 
drumming usually leaves holes in 
yourchest'scavitythatdon'trecover 
for a couple of days. They don't 
~>ound like any other Canadian 
heavyweights. The new album, 
"Joy" is out on Watch records; it's 
not as crazy as Thrash Waltz but it is 
su-onger. Each time they come out, 
the band has more depth while 
remaining there to a visceral sound 
and Alun's distinct style of song 
writing. Anyhow, we'll see you on 
Saturday night at the Townhouse on 
206 Elgin St., right beside the arena.

and Don's arrival, Martin replied "Of 
course, because Don's a different 
person" and said that they are now 
groovier, (with) less anxiety." 

Rheostatics play a unique 
style of music that they refer to as 
being "high density pop." Beyond 
that, their sound is very difficult to 
describe. But as anyone who knows 
the band fairiy well could tell you, 
they've gone through a number of 
changes. Dave and Martin describe 
these phases as being "new wave, 
funk, Canadian Shield rock, art rock, 
(and) high density pop," Their new 
songs prove that the band is still 
progressing, and Martin describes 
these songs as being '*straighter" than 
their songs have been in the past. 

Rheostatics have written 
songs about everything ranging from 
admiration of a superstar musician 
("Fan Letter to Micheal Jackson") to 
feeling out of place ("Record Body 



Count"). They also have stayed very 
true to their Etobicoke home and to 
Canada as a whole. Martin comments 
on his song "Shaved Head" (from 
"Whale Music"), explaining that he 
wrote it "about someone dying of 
cancer." He goes on to say, "I sat 
down one evening in my parent's 
basement with a flask of my dad's 
wine and I finished the last word 
when I finished the bottle." Dave is 
very happy with his lively new tune 
called "Four Little Songs." He says, 
"I wrote it in my head in bed and then 
I got up and wrote it on my guitar. It 
took thirty minutes to write." 

In addition to their albums, 
Rheostatics have been involved in a 
couple of very interesting projects. 
They recorded the soundtrack to the 
film "Whale Music," which Martin 
recalled was a quite challenging task. 
Dave, however, said that he found 
the evening recording sessions very 
relaxing, as they had been spending 
their days rehearsing with Jane 
Siberry. Another project they just 
recently completed was the material 
for the opening of the gallery ' s Group 
of Seven exhibit. 

Regarding their fame Martin 
says, "One doesn't necessarily feel 
worthy of the attention." But they 
should. I can honestly say that 
Rheostatics are the best, most creative, 
most interesting band Y have ever 
heard. During ny interview Don 
commented, in jest, "I can see the 
article now: The Rheostatics are a 
bunch of Jerks." On the contrary. 
Despite the enormous amount of 
attention they have received, Tim, 
Martin, Don and Dave remain very 
down to earth. I respect them 
immensely as musicians, and even 
more so, I respect them as people.

You ' ve just finished a piece 
of steamy email to your intimate other 
at Laurier promising all sorts of things 
during Christmas break... mean while 
some cybergeek in California 
intercepted your mail and is enjoying 
your little fantasy. ..You've just 
ordered that new widget from an on- 
line catalogue by sending your credit 
card information... and someone in 
France intercepted that and thousands 
of other credit card numbers... think it 
can't happen to you? Think again... 

Doing research for this 
article Fve come across numerous 
people whose privacy and security 
has been breached. There is the case 
of the on-line psychologist whose 
email was intercepted by a man in 
Colorado. This did not only affect the 
psychologist, but all the people who 
wrote about their private problems. It 
recently came to light that perhaps 
thousands of credit card numbers were 
intercepted without the users even 
knowing. It's still not known how 
many people are now at risk of having 
their credit card numbers spread 
world-wide. These are two examples 
of a problem we don't even know the 
extent of. 




It is unlikely due to the large 
number of people on the Internet that 
your privacy and security will be 
breached, but it should be a concern. 
Fortunately there is a remedy to this 
problem, and one man is responsible 
for it. Unoffically annointed as a god 
to Internet users, Phil Zimmermann 
created what is such a secure 
encryption program, that not even 
intelligence agencies can crack it (we 
think). 

Called PGP (Pretty Good 
Privacy), it is estimated that if you 
had a microchip that could perform a 
billion keys a second, and you could 
get a billion of these chips together to 
try and hack one PGP encoded file, 
that it would take ten billion years to 
decode it. I'm not sure I believe it is 
that secure, but it is next to impossible 
to crack. 

This of course has landed 
Zimmermann in trouble. He is 
currently under a Grand Jury 
investigation in California, accused 
of releasing a US Munitions Item. 
There is even a law in front of the US 
Congress right now attempting to ban 
the use of encryption technology, 
though it is not expected to pass. 

This is useful to everyone, 
and like all technology, is open to 
abuse. A child pomographer used 
PGP to encrpyt child pom that he 



would send to like-minded people 
and Neo-Nazi's use the program for 
secure communication. But PGP has 
also been used by human rights 
advocates across the world and it was 
used during the coup in Russia a few 
years ago by pro-democracy forces. 

It's also important to you. If 
you're going to send something that 
you wouldn't want your mother to 
read, then using an encryption 
program to protect your privacy is 
vital. The Internet is an unsecured 
form of communication that is easily 
open to abuse, and you could be the 
one abused. 

To download PGP for a 
variety of platforms (Mac, DOS, 
Unix, O/S 2, Atari, Amiga and 
Archimedes) all you have to do is 
ftp ://ftp. csn.net/mpj/ 
I_will_not_ export/ 
crypto_U6peHsc. You may not need 
it now, but this program may go 
underground soon because of US 
governmental efforts to eliminate its 
usage among the public. I strongly 
urge you to download it while you 
can. Secured communication is a 
personal right whether or not your 
government says so.

On Wednesday, the 
CIAU released its first Women's 
Basketball Coaches* Poll of the 
year, ranking the Manitoba Bisons 
first in the country, the Winnipeg 
Wesmen second, the University of 
Toronto Blues third, and Laurentian 
University fourth. 

Sheila Ann Newton, head 
of the CIAU, explained that the 
traditional format of the Top Ten 
has changed this year to better 
reflect the opinions of coaches 
across the country. Last year's Top 
Ten poll was compiled from five 
objective, non-university-affiliated 
parties. The coaches' poll is 
tabulated at two levels of the 
Basketball Coaching Association. 
The coaches from within each of 
the five Canadian divisions send in 
all of their rankings of the top ten, 
based on the latest results and 
statistics, to an Association 
representative within thcirdivision. 

The division reps then 
compile their respective votes and 
send it to the head Basketball 
Coaching Association 

representative, who tallies a final 
list and submits it to the CIAU for 
media release. 



Newton explained that the 
format change was decided by the 
coaching association, partially due to 
financial pressures, but ultimately to 
reflect the importance of the coaches' 
opinions. In basketball, and volleyball 
(which has also adopted die coaches' 
poll format), the national 
championship tournament includes 
two wildcard enU-ies, in which the 
Top Ten poll is traditionally an 
important consideration in making 
the decision. 

Wednesday's poll, the first 



of the year, had little in the way of 
actual game data for coaches to base 
their opinions on — but Newton felt 
strongly that the '*coaches have a 
good feel for returning players and 
coaches" — sincepartoftheirjobisto 
keep an eye on die competition. 

With Manitoba and 
Winnipeg, ranked first and second, 
sharing the same home city, and U of 
T and Laurentian, ranked first and 
second, sharing the same division, all 
eyes are going to be on their jockeying 
for position throughout the year.
